CANCELLATION OF CLAIMS 
** The cancellations of claims 2-6 has been made of record. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record cancelling claims 17-21 and amending claims 13 
and 28 appears below. Claims 17-21 are seen to be the same as claims 2-6 and it is seen to be a 
typographical error that the cancellation of claims 17-21 was not made in the listing of claims 
dated 7-15-08. Claims 13 and 28 are also corrected to properly depend from the amended claims 
and claim language of intermittent pattern rather than metallization pattern. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37
